FATHER OF CHEAP POSTAGE. 


Tho EnUTiirlso of I-j-Kimllir Spaanlir, tbe 


linwlniul Hill of Amorlcu. 


Thnro dial in Boston tho otlicr dny n man 
o M-lioin belongs more justly thnr. to nny uno 
Iso tho liononililc titlo of tlio fiither of cheap 
ostngo in America. This was tho veteran 
.ysr.mlcr Spoonur, who passed uway nt hu 
onio nt tho nge of 79. In 18-H, when tho 
ending of 
a. ordinary letter any dis- 


-o wns a serious tax, Mr. Spoonor hegnn 
fiittfroriso which was almost in-.mediaK) 


nil proved lasting in its results. Ho ho- 
..ved, while donying tto riRht ot leagues to 
lonopollzo tho carry inn ot mails, that tho 
lusincss could bo done moro cheaply at a 
irofit. 


Toprovo hiaboliff und tost tho powor of 
ea^ues ho established a privato mail from 
joston to New Yorlc, afterward cxtandinp it 
o riiiludclphia mid iSaltimoro, canying let- 
ei's tit tho uniform rate of flvo conL«. Tho 
lusiness grow rapidly, but the government 
fncials soon overv/helmod him with prosecu- 
ions, Every letter ho carried could be mado 
ho basis ot n suit. He tried to got tho at- 
orncys of the department to lot tho question 
;o to the last tribunal on ono test case, waiv- 
ng proceedings on tho others tor tho timo 
wing, but this did not; suit their purpose, 
vhieh was to crush him with the weight of 
egal expenses, and thus sooner drive him 
•ruin the Ik-Id. This they succeeded in doing 
n tho COUIMO of seven or eight months. Ho 
lad not lb(i means to defend tbo numerous 
cases piled up against him, and was compelled 
.0 surrender. Others, following his example, 
lind established private mails, and thoy, too, 
\vcro forced to retire. 


!5ut tho moral victory was his. Ho had 


Jeniunstruted that alow rate of posttvgO'Would 
support tho department, something of which 
cho peopie but for his action at that timo 
might r.ot have boon convinced for many 
years afterward. So well bad ho done his 
work that in tho next year congress mado tho 
llrst reduction in postage rates, followed in 
1S51 and in subsoquont years with still further 
reductions. Mr. Spoouer was also n volumin- 
ous writer and an active abolitionist, and tha 
publication ot his worl; demonstrating tha 
unuoiislitutioiiality of slavory marked 
an 


iipoch in tho anti-slavery agitation.—New 
York Times.

ft TRAVELER'S DESCRIPTION OF THE 


CASTLE OF CHAPULTEPEC, 


THE WOULD OF SPOUT. 


Ki.orns of the President's Official Homo. 


Tho "Koom of Ganios "—Splondor of 
tho Stato Dining Room—Flower ncili 
on a Hoof. 


Tboro is u little moro ceremony horo than 


in tho States about getting Into tho president's 
mansion, but onco tho visitor is admitted ho 
is shown ton times as much as in tho \Vliito 
House. In the anto-roora acquaintance is re- 
imwed with tho Moxican coat of arms, a groat 
oiigle perched upon tho cactus and uolcJiiiK in- 
bonk and talons a writhing snako. 


Then comes a room which would duzzlo 


President Cleveland's faithful Daniel. It is 
the private secretary's room—velvet carpet, 
wall tapestry, desk top and plush upholater- 
iii£, all in deep nxl. 


A door opens into tho billiard room, 


equipped with a table of tho latest American 
pattern, with a well filled cue rack. 
The 


color of tho wall hangings ami tho chair up- 
holstering matches tho table. 
It is darU 


jjreen. 
The second' floor is of Inlaid hard 


woods. 


Quito appropriately "the room ot games,1 


us it is called, adjoins tho last apartment. 
Purplo velvet tapestry covers tho walls, while 
on tbo ceiling tho artist has given suggestions 
of tho uses of the room. In one panel there 
is displayed a hand at cards. 
In another 


there arc scattered chessmen. A third shows 
tbo dice, and in tho fourth corner are do- 
picted tho imploments of tho old parlor game 
of battledore and »huttlecock. 


Tho smoking room has stamped leather on 


tho walls and chairs, ft floor of hardwood, and 
pictured on the ceiling aro cigars, cigarettes, 
and pipes. 


KKACHINQ THE CLIMAX. 


In tho stnto dining room tho splendor of the 


palace reaches its climax. Around a great 
mahogany table are arranged tho antique 
straight backed chairs, with upholstering of 
the famous Cordova leather. Ill the richly 
carved back of each chair Is tho monogram of 
tho Moiican republic. 
Leather tapestry 


covers the walla. Tho floor is of inlaid woods, 
und over the windows aro hangings of deep 
red. On tho table is the solid silver service 
of Maximilian, bearing tho coat of arms of 
tlio empire which was never founded. 
Over 


the fireplace is an olaborato wood carving, 
tho principal figures being tbo lion, tho con- 
dor, tho deer and tho snake. 


A question as to tho ownership of tho silver 


servico brings out a quick, apt reply from 
tho attendant. "This all belongs to tho people, 
senor," Is whac ho says. 


There Is an ante room to the stato [lining 


room, and then comes a sewing room, with 
silk in yellow and light blue colors covering 
the walls and tho seats of tho carved chairs. 
Upon tho floor is a velvet carpet in colors to 
correspond. 


Tho bath room, which is next, has a floor 


of porcelain tiles, light tinted walls, and an 
illuminated windows. 


Tho vestibule, into which the bath room 


opens, baa a richly frescoed ceiling, with rep- 
resentations of tho shields and coat of arms of 
all tho diJTaront dynasties under which Mex- 
ico has been governed, from Montezunia 
down to tho republic ot to-day.. Thoro is a 
life sized Spanish cavalier in bronze uphold- 
ing tho chandelier. 


In tho parlor tho most notable f eaturo is 


tho embroidery of tho fables of LafonSamo in 
tho light bluo silk upholstering of tho choirs. 
Tho wall hangings and the velvet carpet are 
of tho same light blue. A new grand piano 
completes the furnishing of this room. 


A toilet room, with great mirrors, pink silk 


on tho walls, pink velvet on tho floor and pink 
portions further demonstrates tho versatility 
of tho decorator. 


Tho stato bodroom is equipped throughout 


—cabinet, chairs, table, bed and all—in Louis 
XIV furniture, red and gilt. 


FLOWXRS ON THE T.OOF. 


And after passing through those apart- 


ments in the order named, tho visitor reachea 
another entresol, which, for tho occinion, doc» 
duty ns an oiit Hero is furniture, hangings, 
carpet and all in mnuvc. A hall clock in a 
covered oak case stands on ono side of ths 
door. It has tho old fashioned square dial, 
and the pendulum has six feet swing. 
On 


tho other sido of tho door is a carved ook 
stand, with card case of solid silver, ono more 
relic of Maximilian. 
A cont of mail hangs 


upon tho wall, and oaken chcira stand about 


Tho bands o( tho attendants close over a 


couplo of coins, and tho visitor steps out 
through tho door into tho cunUght. But tbB 
dream is not finished. Just around the corner 
in tho marble staircase loading up through 
tho heart of tho castle to tho top. 
It is well 


worth the climb. Talk of tho hanging gardens 
of Babylon 1 On the roof of tho castlo of 
Chapultepoc there are flower bods, walks, 
statues, arbors, trees, fountains, archofi, birds 
and electric lights. This roof is of masonry 
and covered with thick cement. Gardeners 
go about with their hoes and trowels and 
watering pots, working 05 if they were on the 
ground. Near tho center of tho garden, with 
a circular fence aboutit and rose bushes over- 
hanging, there yawns tho mouth of the mys- 
tery which the hill of the grasshopper con- 
coals. This passage, drops down perpendicu- 
larly for a dozen feet, then it slants, and steps 
cut in tho rock commence. At tho base of 
tho mountain there is an outlet to tho passage, 
but that is not all of tho mystery. Tho tunnel 
in the solid rock loads off from about tho 
center o£ the mountain In the direction of tho 
city. There is a tradition that it extends nil 
tliu wny, two miles and more underground, 
to tho cathedral, and that in tho olden timo 
there was maintained this secret means of 
communication between the two places.—City 
of Mexico Letter.

Thoro aro about forty persons presort at 


C::;o o'clock, and diners drop in and out until 
itl'r.er ,S. At the further end of tho room aro 
p. couplo of family parties, tho ladies without 
their bonnets and with their children. These 
aro evidently residents or lodgers at the hotel.

CHECKING 
CHURCH 
FRAUDS. 


How to rreront lillttotiK KeplnclDR Dol- 


larn In tlie Collection Box. 


A prominent Chicago church, which 


numbers among its pew-holders several 
millionaires, found lately that the contri- 
bution boxes were not so remunerative as 
the wealth of thu congregation should 
have warranted. 
How to prevent the 


hetemjrcaoiis collection of articles-which 
had bcc-ii found iu thu boxes bad become a 
serious question, ix'iokles and cents largely 
predominated, dimes were scarce, while 
quarters looked positively monstrous in 
the aggregation. Lozenges, buttons, white 
chips, anQ cveu ivrong combination pool 
tickets are said to have been dropped into 
the plush-lined baskets which the collectors 
passed around eacb Sunday. The thing 
was gelling monotonous, and the pastor 
aud his assistants set about devising some 
means to counteract the evil. The col- 
lectors we'd 
instructed to keep close 


watch, or. the donations o[ prominent mem- 
bers of tbe ciiurcli and nolice how gener- 
ously or otherwise "they gave up" to tlie 
appeal of the box. The collectors soou ob- 
servcd that the usual plan of the church- 
goer w.s lo drop his or her mito into the 
basket from the half-closed hand held 
•with the back turned upward so that it was 
impossible to tell what the contribution 
might be 
1. Constant watching 1'or a few days 


soon developed the fact that ladies wbo 
wore diamonds aud sealskin dropped cop- 
pers in the contribution, and a man. whose 
name is a tower of strength on "the 
board" was anything but a "high roller" 
when it came to "going long" ot spiritual 
"futures." The 'church treasury had a 
buci'ul of punched aud uucurrent coin, 
aua tbi! pas'.or had more buttous^on hand 
than he could use in tun years. So a new- 
style contribution box was invented, and it 
is a great success. The new idea is a box 
about S by 0 inches in size, attached to 
handle for convenience- in p:issing along a 
pew. This box is closed on tho top by a 
wooden cover. This cover Cor one-third 
of its Icnirlh is Hush with the top of the 
box, while "for the remaining two-thirds it 
is depressed below tin: tilge about a half- 
iucb, thus leaving a slot between tbe ends 
oi the cover where ihey meet ou different 
leve'.s. 


Tbe contributor can not drop his money 


into this box; he must place it on the de- 
pressed portion oi tlie cover, when a gen- 
tle motion of the wrist on the part of tlie 
collector slides the coiu into the box 
through the slot iu the cover. 


The scheme compels the ehurch-soer to 


show .iust what he gives in, not only to 
.he collector, but also to any of his neigb-
